Thus, the Office cannot delay action on RCE 
applications for three months to determine whether an information disclosure statement will be filed. 
The Office, however, is adopting provisions (§ 1.103(c)) for a limited suspension of action after the filing of a 
request for continued examination under § 1 .1 14, for the applicant to obtain additional time (prior to the issuance of 
the next Office action) to provide an information disclosure statement (or amendments, or an affidavit or 
declaration) after the filing of the RCE See, Notice of August 16, 2000, "Request for Continued Examination 
Practice and Changes to Provisional Application Practice; Final Rule", 65Fed.
